HE Annual General Meeting of the Norwich Union Fire Insurance Society, Limited, was 
held Monday, 5th May, at the Head Office, Surrey Street, Norwich, Sir Gerald H. Ryan, 


Bart. in the Chair. 
The Secretary, Mr. C. R. Bignold, having read the advertisement convening the meeting, 
and the annual report of the Directors and the accounts being taken as read, 


The Chairman sald : 
GENTLEMEN,—The Report and Accounts for the year 1923 have been duly circulated 
among the Shareholders, and I presume it will be your wish to follow the custom and take 


them as read. 

Taking the several Departments in the accustomed order, it is gratifying to find that in 
the Fire Department, our premium revenue recovered from the falling off that took place in 
1922 and amounted to £2,115,068. It is well to point out that the fluctuations in this respect 
do not necessarily denote any change in the productive power of our organisation, but often 
depend solely on the market price and volume of the commodities in which our manufacturers 
and importers deal. Trade being slack, market values low, and stocks not abundant, there 
will naturally be a reduction in the insurable value of commercial commodities which is 

The loss rate is quite favourable at 50°55 per 


reflected in the aggregate insurance carried. 
cent., and normally there should be a satisfactory margin of profit, but the drawback of heavy 


Foreign and Colonial Taxes, and the necessity for providing the unexpired-liability reserve for 
an increase of income, reduce the profit to about 4 per cent., or say, £89,000 net. We have 
done and can do much better than this, but our experience is the common experience of nearly 
all our friendly competitors, and the moral is that we are passing through lean years. But 
the horizon is brighter in several respects. 

In our Accident Department, there has been a moderate increase in our premium revenue, 
accompanied by a reduction in our profits from £83,613 to £33,688. The decline in our profits 
is mainly to be accounted for by the unfavourable experience we have suffered in Workmen’s 
Compensation business in the United States. There the conditions have been unsatisfactory 
for all Companies. During the last three years the current premiums have been inadequate 
to meet the liability owing to changes in labour conditions and remuneration. It is admitted 
that the ruling rates are too low to enable Companies to make both ends meet, and revisions 
have been authorised by several States which will come into force during the present year. 
Thanks to this, our results should show an improvement, but we do not indulge the hope 
that an early return to a prosperous state in this class of business will be quickly established. 

In our Marine Department there has been a slight reduction in the premium income, 
the figures being £345,602 against £386,673. We do not regard this as an unsatisfactory 
feature. Competition in Marine Insurance shows no slackening. The stagnant export 
trade of the country keeps insurance values down, and the number of competitors for a 
r-stricted business is at least as large as evet. Hence rates tend to be lower and lower, 
aad our Underwriters, with the express approval of the Board, are inclined to hold aloof 
and to face a redueed income rather than seek a larger income based upon minimum or 
In no department of our affairs are patience and steadiness more 


insufficient rates. 
necessary than in Marine Insurance under present-day conditions. Looking at the diffi- 


culties of the time, our Marine profit of £28,213, which compares with £30,797 in the previous 


year, is quite satisfactory. 

There is but little on which I need detain you in the Profit and Loss Account. Our 
tree interest, to which we always look mainly for our Dividend, amounted to £164,918 
against £166,837 last year, and our Dividend payments with Debenture interest came to 
£209,438. e therefore had to draw upon trading profits to the extend of £44,520, but 
«3 our total profits are shown to be £197,201 there was plenty to spare. Even reducing 


the trading profits by the amount we had to find for Foreign and Home Taxes, there was 
still rather more than £100,000 left in the Profit Account. As a final result we are able 
0 pay our Dividends with £57,000 to spare, which has been added to the balance carried 
tm - wie a at the end of the year, our financial position was somewhat stronger than 

it the inning. 
Summing up these scattered views and comments, I think I may confidently say that

F all the forms in which the 
Renaissance in Italy made itself 
manifest, the bronze statuette is 
one of the most interesting and 
beautiful. Few works of art are 
more decorative or more pleasing 

to the artist or the connoisseur, for the sculptors 
of the Renaissance were of ability sufficient 
to enable them to throw down a challenge 
to the ancient classical Masters whose works 
had been a source of inspiration to them. 
They did not scruple to copy with extreme 
minuteness figures by the great men of old, 
but throughout the copy there was equal vigour 


to that of the antique, and in the best equal - 


art also, and, withal, the influence of the many 
centuries that lay between the old and the new. 

In no national art are the Child models 
so cherubic and at the same time so natural 
as in that of Italy in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries. It is as apparent in the great 
decorative pottery of Andrea and Luca Della 
Robbia and the wonderful sculpture of Dona- 
tello as it is in the Madonna and Child pictures 
of Raphael. A very important bronze Child 
figure of the Renaissance (some authorities say 
probably one of the most important known) 
is on view in King Street, St. James’s, in the 
collection of Mr. Alfred Spero. That it is 
the work of a great Master, of a genius of the 
first order, there is no doubt, for the very life 
is in it, so much so that it excites a desire in 
one to take it up and “ mother ”’ it. 

The infant is represented in a sitting 
posture, his knees well apart, the chubby feet 
resting mainly on the heels. There is a 
sculptor’s life-long intimacy with and love of 
children displayed in the naturalness and 
superb rendering of the action of the upper 
part of the torso, the round hands holding up 
the shirt, the skilfully designed and masterly 
execution of the drapery and its revelation 
of the form below. The sense of proportion 
in the body is seen in the head, the expres- 
sion of the face is kind and lovable. The 
modelling of the hair is exquisitely fine and 
the locks lie in curls, an important one descend- 
ing low on the forehead. Throughout the 
whole figure, from hair to heel, there is infinite 
charm: for one thing, the brown patina 
is very fine, for another the figure is nearly 
life size, measuring 18ins, in height while 
seated. That it is of the Florentine school 
there is no doubt, and it has been ascribed to 
Donatello himself. Some see in it traces 
of earlier traditions, such as the style of the 
earlier Della Robbias, but whoever the Master 
was, this work of his is a worthy embodiment 
of the spirit of the Renaissance in Italy about 
the year 1500. ‘The fame of a work like this 
is world-wide—we know it in England through 
exhibition at the Burlington Fine Arts 
Club in 1879 and 1912, and at Burlington 
House, 1888. It was formerly in the Heseltine 
collection, with which it passed into possession 
of its present owner. 

Old silver, almost entirely of English 
workmanship, the properties of Sir George 
Dashwood and of various anonymous owners, 
will pass under the hammer at Messrs. Christie’s 
on Wednesday, May 14th, The first property 
comprises English silver of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, including a salver 
of 12in. diameter by Benjamin Godfrey, 
1736, which is chased with shells and scroll- 
work, while the border contains masks, shells 
and wave ornaments, the total weight being 
over 42 oz., and four table candlesticks of 
the same date weighing over 121 oz., chased 
with masks and shells on square-shaped 
moulded plinths chased with masks and shields. 
From the anonymous properties we instance 
an epergne with scroll stand supporting a 
circular dish with fluted and scalloped edges, 
and four small dishes en suite by Elizabeth 
Godfrey, 1754, weighing over 84 0z.; a 
plain two-handled cup and cover with a rib 
round the centre, by E. Vincent, 1728, the 
weight being nearly 41 oz.; a tea-kettle of 
the year 1764 and weighing 66 oz., engraved 
with flowers and scrollwork, the spout 
with flowers on a tripod stand with lamp; 
a William III tazza with embossed gadrooned 
border g}ins. in diameter, by John Ruslen, 
1697, weighing over 13 oz.; four circular 
gadrooned entrée dishes and covers weighing 
223 oz., by Paul Storr, 1809, on plated heaters ; 
a Queen Anne caster of 1711, chased at a later 
date with flowers and foliage on a matted 
ground, g}ins. high; and a seal-top spoon 
made at Lincoln and pricked with initials 
and the date 1657.

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S!a sequel to two articles on the 
general subject of carburation 
and its influence on engine per- 
formance (published in the issues 
dated April 12th and 26th), some 

notes on the fuels that are or may be used in 
motor cars seem to be indicated. Indeed, 
the subject has been confirmed as one of 
general and useful interest by a question 
recently addressed to me by a motorist 
of immature experience, but endowed 
with a keenly enquiring turn of mind. 
He asked, ‘“‘ How is it that some low 
grade petrol which was put into my tank 
by mistake the other day causes more 
difficult starting, but gives greater mileage 
per gallon?” It is a fact not widely 
understood that, other conditions being 
equal, the greater the weight of a given 
volume of petrol, the greater mileage 
will it give and the more difficult will 
be the engine starting. My enquiring 
friend was, indeed, not at all sure whether 
the results that he ascribed to the petrol 
for lack of any other explanation were 
really due to it or to some other con- 
tributory cause that he had overlooked, 
and he was surprised at my assurance 
that the heavy, that is to say, the cheap, 
fuels that may be bought at any garage 
are actually endowed with greater potential 
power than the more sought-after better 
qualities. 

Why, then, does anyone buy the 
best spirit, and why do the distributing 
companies charge more for their lighter 
spirits than for the heavier grades which 
literally go farther in the tank? As 
stated, the heavier fuels generally cause 
more difficult starting, though the actual 
degree of their effect in this direction 
varies according to the engine in which 
they are used and to the local temperature 
ruling at the time. It is, therefore, 
“up to” each car owner to decide for 
himself whether he shall lay greater_stress 
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on easy starting or on miles per gallon, 
and whether the financial gain in using 
low grade spirit is too dearly secured at 
the cost of such starting or other draw- 
backs that he may encounter. 


ASSETS AND DRAWBACKS OF LOW 
GRADE FUELS. 


There are other limitations besides 
the difficult starting to be weighed against 
the greater mileage and lower cost assets 
of low grade fuels. An engine in which 
they are used will knock sooner than an 
exactly similar engine working under 
exactly similar conditions but running 
on “ better’ fuel. It may need decarboni- 
sation more frequently, and its oil may 
advisedly be of heavier grade, with the 
result that the engine will be stiffer to 
swing first thing of a morning, and if 
started by electric motor may impose an 
appreciably heavier drain on the batteries. 
Gears will have to be changed sooner on 
a given hill unless the driver be very 
capable with his spark control and very 
delicate in the touch of his foot on the 
accelerator. The slow running of the 
car may be impaired under all conditions, 
and it certainly will while the engine is 
cold, while the general flexibility and, 
perhaps, also the acceleration may be 
adversely affected. 

This seems a pretty formidable list, 
sufficient to put out of court the heavy 
fuel for all but those to whom every penny 
of running costs is a vital item. But, 
actually, it is not so bad as it sounds, 
and the extent to which any one of these 
limitations becomes really noticeable de- 
pends in large measure on the condition 
of the engine. One that is fairly new or 
that has been but recently cleaned out 
will show much less the effects of inferior 
fuel than one which is choked or “ car- 
boned ”’ badly. Apart from the starting 
difficulty, the good engine will not worry

its owner as a result of being fed with 
heavy petrol, and the bad engine is hardly 
likely to be a source of complete content 


in any case. ‘‘Good” and ‘‘bad”’ are, of 
course, here used in reference to the con- 
dition of the engine, not to its design. 


THE NATURE OF FUELS FOR CAR 
ENGINES. 


It would be a sintple matter to expand 
and dwell upon the mere facts and phases 
of the behaviour of various possible fuels 
in an internal combustion engine; but, 
instead of tackling the subject from this 
direct point of view, let us examine the 
various fuels that may be used and see 
how and in what degrees they vary. We 
shall thus not only see how the engine 
to which they are supplied varies in its 
behaviour but why; and we shall also 
understand all those things that matter 
to the motorist who takes more than a 
passing interest in his car in so far as its 
fuels are concerned. Even though in 
some places the connection may not be 
obvious, this note should be read as a 
sequel to the previous comments on 
carburettor functioning and tuning, for 
nothing is more important to the car- 
burettor than the fuel with which it has 
to deal, and nothing controls the behaviour 
of the fuel more directly than the carburat- 
ing instrument or agents that are provided 
to convert it into a useful working gas. 


GASEOUS, SOLID AND LIQUID FUELS. 


On its entry into the cylinders where 
it is to be exploded and so provide the 
material for the useful work of pushing 
down the piston, the fuel, if the explosion 
is to be efficient, must be a gas, but in 
the storage tank from which it is fed 
to the carburettor it may be solid, liquid 
or gaseous. The last is the ideal state, 
for it avoids all difficulties of vaporisation 
and ensures maximum ease of starting

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and greatest possible flexibility. But it 
is attended with serious disadvantages that 
were brought home to us so vividly during 
the war when we tried to use gas bags 
and pretended we would rather have them 
than be without the use of our cars. 
Carrying a 250 cubic foot bag on the roof 
of a closed car or on a trailer behind an 
open tourer to equal a gallon of petrol was 
amusing at first but soon ceased to be a 
joke—especially when the bag had been 
punctured by some mischievous urchin 
when it contained only some 50 cubic 
feet when at least 45 were necessary to 
ensure a safe return home. The use of 
gas in high pressure cylinders sounded a 
pleasant alternative, but in spite of the 
ingenuity expended in the design of 
some of the cylinders, the idea never 
caught on and there was always trouble 
about recharging. 

Taking on board fuel in the solid 
state for use in internal combustion- 
engined road vehicles is a comparatively 
new development of which much will 
doubtless be heard in the future, but at 
present these suction producer gas plants 
are only applicable within the limits of 
practicability to big goods carrying vehicles, 
where, incidentally, they give a fuel cost 
approximating to petrol at less than 
sixpence per gallon. We may, therefore, 
rule out gaseous and solid fuels and con- 
centrate on the liquids. 

But whatever their physical state be- 
fore reaching the carburettor, all fuels used 
in internal combustion engines to-day are 
with one exception pure hydrocarbons, 
i.é., they consist of chemical compounds of 
hydrogen and carbon. Most fuels as 
actually used consist of a mixture of several 
such compounds, but that is by the way. 
The one exception that is not a pure 
hydrocarbon is alcohol, which but for 
Government obstinacy and stupidity we 
should all now be using at a cost of about 
sixpence a gallon with none of the danger 
that must inevitably attend prolonged 
and intimate contact with such a substance 
as petrol. 


PARAFFIN FUELS. 


Petrol used to be a registered trade 
name applicable only to the spirit sold 
by Messrs. Carless, Capel and Leonard, 
but it is now used universally in England, 
except by the motor spirit distributing 
companies, to describe any mineral oil 
or spirit suitable for use in a motor engine. 
There are various brands and compositions, 
but the commonest is that belonging to 
the paraffin series of hydrocarbons. This 
series ranges from a gas—methane or 
marsh gas with chemical formula of CH4 
to the solid paraffin wax, and every 
member of the series has the characteristic 
formula CnHn+2. That is to say, that 
every member consists of a certain number 
of carbon atoms combined with double 
this number plus two of hydrogen. It 
is confusing that usage gives to one member 
of the series the name paraffin, but kerosene, 
as it may be more usefully styled, is no 
more a paraffin than is hexane (CgH14) 
or heptane (C7Hig), which are the com- 
monest constituents of best quality petrol. 
The next heaviest members of the series, 
octane (CgHig), nonane (CgH20) and decane 
(CioH22), are the chief constituents of the 
heavier petrols, which may be leavened 
with a certain quantity of heptane to 
ensure workable volatility. 


THE BENZENE SERIES. 


It will, I think, be simplest and make 
the most logical: sequence to describe the 
chemical nature of the other common 
or possible motor fuels before reviewing 
the fuel properties of various members 
of the paraffin series, and then we can 
survey them altogether, which will allow 
of a sounder and more comprehensive 
idea being formed than if we consider any 
one series in all aspects before turning to 
the next. The benzene series is, then, 
a series of hydrocarbons having the 
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characteristic formula Cy)Hezn-6, of which 
the lowest member is benzene (CsHe) 
which for some entirely unscientific reason 
is now usually referred to as benzol and 
is sometimes, with even less justification, 
spelt benzole. It is an excellent fuel, 
but suffers from one or two defects. If 
pure, it freezes at 6° C., so that on a cold 
morning even in summer a motorist whose 
car tank was filled with it might find he had 
a solid fuel that would not flow to the 
carburettor, and when impure its sulphur 
content is sufficient to react quite seriously 
on the interior of an engine, especially 
on the valves. It is only recently that 
means have been discovered for the 
commercial removal of this sulphur and 
the incidental removal of the evil smell 


, which was another drawback to the fuel. 


Its freezing point is easily lowered by the 
mixture with the benzol of the next higher 
members of the series—toluene (C7Hs) 
and xylene (CgHio)—the former having 
earned widespread fame as the basis for 
our chief detonating explosive during the 
war. 


A TRUE BENZENE STORY. 


Although it is rather beside our 
present point, the permanent and national 
interest of the question is, I think, sufficient 
reason for the retelling of a tragic history 
of benzol. The fuel is a product of the 
coal tar industry, and is extensively used 
in dyeing. Before the war it was pro- 
duced in fair quantities in England, but 
motorists did not want it as petrol was 
cheap and plentiful, and as there was no 
dye industry over here our benzol was 
exported to Germany, where the dye 
industry was flourishing under vigorous 
government protection and encouragement. 
The German Government was very wisely 
developing a great industry of which the 
raw materials were the essential and 
irreplaceable bases of the high explosives 
necessary to modern warfare and which 
were also invaluable as a motor fuel. 
But for this foresight Germany would 
have had no high explosives for her guns 
after the first few months of war and no 
fuel for her aeroplanes and mechanical 
transport ! 

One or two Englishmen, notably 
“Owen John” of the Autocar, were 
quick to realise the significance and 
importance of this German move, and 
wasted much energy and ink in trying 
to persuade our own Government to 
develop a national dye industry with its 
consequent supplies of home-produced 
motor fuel and explosives for a national 
emergency; but their pleadings fell on 
deaf ears, and we can all remember the 
pains and tribulations we experienced 
during the war because we were entirely 
dependent on foreign countries for our 
supplies of motor fuel and because we 
had not already established the sources 
of raw material for our tri-nitro-toluol— 
T.N.T, as it was familiarly called. 


ALCOHOL. 


Many capable and experienced auto- 
mobile engineers and general scientists 
incline to the belief that the liquid fuel 
of the future is alcohol. It can be pro- 
duced in unlimited quantities from vege- 
table matter useless for other purposes 
and of which the supplies would appear 
to be inexhaustible. On the other hand, 
official committees who have investigated 
the question have issued reports which 
tend to damp the enthusiasm of these 
protagonists of the new and cheapest 
fuel, but even more effective in its damping 
effects is the attitude of the Government. 
The Custom and Excise authorities have 
deeply bred within them a spirit of rigorous 
restraint on alcohol, and they say that 
until its use for commercial transport 
purposes is nearer than it seems to be at 
present they cannot’ relax their control 
over its production and sale. 

Alcohol can be used in an ordinary 
petrol engine, but not to the best -effect,. 
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and the possible designers of a genuine 
alcohol engine say ‘“‘ What is the good 
of our experimenting and entering into 
expensive research if the fuel we propose 
to use is to be always subject to absurd 
restriction and artificial price inflation ? ’”’ 
Before America went “dry” there hac 
been produced over there an alcoho! 
engine of which the efficiency was remark- 
ably high, and it is generally conceded 
that the properly designed alcohol engine 
will have an efficiency second only to 
that of the Diesel engine among the power 
plants of the world. Whether the American 
experiments are still proceeding and, if 
so, with what result, I cannot say, but 
they were sufficiently promising to indicate 
great things for the future. 

In chemical composition alcohol is a 
carbo-hydrate—it is a hydrocarbon with 
a combined molecule of oxygen and hydro- 
gen added on, as is shown by its chemical 
formula, CgHs;OH. Its special character 
as a fuel is that, although volume for 
volume it contains less potential energy 
than either petrol or benzol, it allows 
what it does contain to be far more com- 
pletely used. Whereas the best designed and 
made of petrol car engines only convert 
some 20 per cent. of the potential energy 
of the fuel into useful work, the efficiency 
figure of the experimental alcohol engines 
already made is over 35 per cent. Our 
present scope prevents a digression into 
various types of heat engines, but the 
following list may prove interesting as 
being a safe and generally accepted state- 
ment of the relative efficiencies of the 
engines at present in use either commercially 
or experimentally : 

External Combustion Engines. 
Reciprocating steam engine and boiler 12 per cent. 
Steam turbine and boiler .. 

Internal Combustion Engines. 
Automobile petrol engine 


Aero petrol engine .. 28 
CALORIFIC VALUE AND THERMAL 
EFFICIENCY. 


Our next step is to understand some 
of the technical terms that must be used 
in any comparison of fuels or engines. 
They are all quite simple, though so im- 
portant, and I will try to avoid making their 
explanation read like the shorthand notes 
of a school lesson in elementary science. 

The British Thermal Unit (written 
B.Th.U. and not B.T.U., which is a Board 
of Trade electrical unit) is the amount of 
heat required to raise 1lb. of water from 
60° Fahr. to 61° Fahr. The calorific value 
of a fuel is the number of British Thermal 
Units it contains per pound. Thus, a 
pound of fuel with a calorific value of 
10,000 would, by its burning and if no heat 
were lost, raise 10,o0olb. of, water from 
60° Fahr. to 61° Fahr. The amount of heat 
required to raise the same quantity of 
water from, say, 100° Fahr. to 1o1° Fahr. 
would be slightly different, but for our 
purposes the difference may be ignored. 

The thermal efficiency of an engine is 
the ratio of the amount of heat contained 
in the fuel supplied to it (whether in the 
form of gas into the engine itself, as in 
the internal combustion engine, or in 
the form of fuel under a boiler, as in the 
steam engine) to that which is converted 
into useful work. Thus, if the pound of 
fuel containing 10,000 B.Th.U. could be 
made actually to raise 10,ooolb. of water 
from 60° Fahr. to 61° Fahr., the process 
would be roo per cent. efficient. In prac- 
tice it is doubtful if this pound of fuel 
could be made to raise more than 8,ooolb. 
of water through the required 1° of tem- 
perature, or the 10,ooolb. up.to more than 
60.8° Fahr., in which case the efficiency 
of the process would be 80 per cent. 

When heat is converted into work, 
as it is in all heat engines, 1 B.Th.U.

The 10 h.p. twin was fitted with a novel 
design of body, the near front seat swinging 
outwards to give access to the tonneau, thus 
providing what at that time was a very 
advanced form ofdesign—the side entrance 
body. 


The engine, too, was “ultra-modern,” one of the features 
emphasised in contemporary descriptions being 


“induction valves equipped with mechanically 


operated tappets.” 


On one of the earliest 10 h.p. cars the late Hon. C. S. 
Rolls made an early morning trip from London to 
Folkestone to meet the Duke of Connaught, and after 
a tour of inspection returned to town, having covered 
the then remarkable distance of 220 miles in one day 
without trouble. 


Long-distance touring was no simple matter in the days 
of the first Rolls Royce when petrol dealers were few 
; | and far between. To-day, 
ample supplies of “BP” can 
be obtained in every town and 
village in the Kingdom. 


Andjthe Rolls Royce owner in 
his wisdom goes where he gets 
“BP,” for he knows that only 
**BP,”’—the British Petrol—is 
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provides sufficient energy to raise tb. 
through a height of 778ft., or conversely 
778lbs. through a height of tft. This 
statement that 1 B.Th.U. equals 778 ft. Ib. 
is known as Joule’s equivalent. It is, of 
course, based on the assumption that 
there is no loss or waste—that the process 
of conversion is 100 per cent. efficient, 
which in practice it never is. 

Power is the vate of doing work, and 
I h.p. is the amount required to raise 
33,000lb. through rft. in one minute, or 
1lb. through 33,oooft. in the same time. 

Thus a gallon of petrol, containing 
25,450 B.Th.U., consumed in an engine 
100 per ‘cent. efficient would do work at 
the rate of 1 h.p. for ten hours, or 10 h.p. 
for one hour—expressed as to h.p.-hours. 


THE POTENTIAL ENERGY OF FUELS. 


The calorific value of fuels may be 
expressed scientifically by the number 
of B.Th.U., contained in a pound; but 
the motorist buys his spirit not by the 
pound but by the gallon. A gallon of first- 
grade modern petrol will weigh lb., 
so that if its calorific value per pound 
be, say, 20,000 B.Th.U. (a fair figure), 
the total heat value of a gallon will be 
140,000 B.Th.U.; but if the petrol weighs 
8lb. per gallon, then its calorific value will 
be 160,000 B.Th.U. per gallon, so that 
in a given quantity measured by volume 
the buyer will get more potential energy 
units for his money; moreover, volume 
for volume, the heavier petrol costs less 
than the lighter. 

A fair sample of kerosene (paraffin) 
contains about the same number of heat 
units per pound as does petrol, but its 
average weight per gallon is 8lb. or a 
trifle over, whereas there are very few 
commercial “‘ petrols ’’ of which the weight 
per gallon is more than 7.6lb. Thusa gallon 
of kerosene will contain more potential 
energy than a similar quantity of petrol. 

The calorific value of benzol per 
pound is somewhat lower than that of 
petrol—say 18,100 as a fair average ; 
but its weight per gallon is higher than 
that of either petrol or paraffin, and taking 
8.8lb. as a fair mean we get in a gallon 
of benzol no fewer than 161,480 B.Th.U., 
as compared with the 160,000 of paraffin 
and the 152,000 of petrol. 

Judged solely by its calorific value, 
alcohol puts up a poor showing by com- 
parison, for its B.Th.U: content per pound 
is 12,960, and the weight of a gallon is 
about the same as that of paraffin—8lb. 
—so that the thermal value of a gallon 
is only 103,680 B.Th.U. 

If only the actual heat value of a 
fuel needed to be considered in its selection 
for use as a motor fuel, benzol would easily 
head the list, with paraffin a close second 
and petrol a very poor third; but other 
factors enter into the matter, and while 
they leave benzol an easy first, it is hardly 
necessary to point out that paraffin as 
an unaided fuel does not stand a chance. 


COMPRESSION PRESSURES AND 
EFFICIENCY. 

The chief of these other factors 
depend on the compression pressures 
that may be used in an engine being fed 
with a given fuel. The higher the com- 
pression of the engine the more efficient 
it will be, z.e., the greater the proportion 
of potential energy contained in the fuel 
that will be converted into useful work. 
Now, an increase in the pressure of a gas 
raises its temperature, and if the com- 
pression pressure of an engine be carried 
to excess the fuel will be ignited spon- 
taneously without reference to the timing 
of the engine or to the occurrence of the 
electric spark. 

This temperature of spontaneous com- 
bustion, as it is called, is a most important 
factor in controlling the maximum possible 
power output to be obtained from an 
engine using a given fuel. Obviously, the 
lower this temperature in the case of any 
particular fuel the lower must be the 
compression pressure of the engine and, 
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therefore, the lower its efficiency; and, 
conversely, the higher the temperature 
at which the fuel will ignite without the 
application of a spark or other form of 
external heat, the higher may be the 
efficiency of the engine in which that 
fuel is used. 

What is familiarly described as knock- 
ing in a car engine is a sign of pre-ignition 
which, if not due to some such cause as 
too early timing of the electric spark or 
the presence of an incandescent particle 
of matter such as carbon deposit, is a 
sign that the compression pressure is 
too high for the fuel being used. The remedy 
is the lowering of the compression or 
the use of a fuel with a higher temperature 
of spontaneous ignition ; hence the reason 
why benzol, which has a very high spon- 
taneous ignition figure (see following table), 
may be used quite satisfactorily in an 
engine. that will knock horribly when 
supplied with petrol; and also why the 
fitting of shallower valve caps or of a 
thicker washer between cylinder head 
and block will stop knocking without any 
change in fuel. 


TEMPERATURE OF SPONTANEOUS 
IGNITION. 

The following table gives the tempera- 
tures at which certain fuels will ignite 
without the application of a spark or flame, 
and the highest compression pressure that 
is permissible in an engine in which they 
are to be used. The relative efficiencies 
of the engines on these fuels have already 
been given, and a comparison of the two 
tables should prove illuminating : 

Temperature of | Compression 


Fuel. Spontaneous Pressure 
Ignition, per sq. in. 
Paraffin 380° C. 40-6olb. 
Petrol 415°C. 60-8olb. 
Alcohol 510° C, 2o0olb. 
Benzol 500° 160lb. 
Coal gas 460° C. 130lb. 


The ignition temperatures here given 
are for tests conducted in oxygen, and so 
are lower than those ruling when the 
oxygen is diluted with nitrogen, but this 
does not affect the comparison value of 
the table. 

It will be seen from the above why 
paraffin, although having such .a high 
calorific value per gallon, cannot be used 
satisfactorily in an engine designed for 
petrol, and also why alcohol used in such 
an engine could not give anything like 
the power output of which it should be 
capable. In the one case the normal 
compression pressure is too high, in the 
other it is far too low to give the fuels a 
fair chance. 


ALCOHOL AS A FUEL, 


By judicious mixture of alcohol with 
some fuel having a lower temperature 
of spontaneous ignition and so requiring 
a much lower compression pressure, a 
compound fuel may be obtained that will 
enable alcohol to be used in a normal 
petrol engine. Such a “livener”’ is 
acetylene gas, though the fact that a 
judicious mixture of alcohol and acetylene 
makes an excellent fuel is at present of 
no more than academic interest on account 
of the high cost of acetylene (i.e., of the 
calcium carbide from which it would be 
produced by the action of water con- 
tained in the alcohol poured on it), in 
addition to the restrictive Government 
control over alcohol. 

Given, however, an engine designed 
for using it, alcohol would appear to have 
no superior as a fuel. With a suitably 
high compression ratio and with the 
further advantage that alcohol requires 
less air for its burning in an engine than 
does petrol and, therefore, wastes less 
heat through the exhaust, an engine 
using alcohol would be smoother in its 
running and probably endowed with 
longer life, because it would have to be 
more strongly made than the petrol engine, 
and the fuel itself is much cleaner and 
infinitely safer than petrol. 
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QUESTIONS OF STARTING FROM COLD, 


As fuels of similar nature increase 
in weight per unit of volume they decrease 
in volatility. Hence the lighter a gallon 
of petrol may be—the lower its speci‘ic 
gravity, as it is called—the easier will it 
be to start the engine to which it is su»- 
plied. Hence, therefore, the call for spec:al 
light brands of motor spirit, and especialy 
for aviation work. Such spirits give ea y 
starting at the expense of actual power 
content, and it is for the individual cir 
owner to decide for himself by experiment 
whether the heavy fuels—with their great«r 
power possibilities and, in the case of 
benzol, smoother running and _ greater 
freedom from pre-ignition or knocking — 
are too dearly bought by their more 
difficult starting and their generally in- 
creased tendency to cause knocking, 
which in one sense is a sign of excessive 
power but needs to be most carefully 
checked. 

It is, of course, possible to buy 
“ gadgets’ that will enable the ordinary 
petrol engine to be run on the heaviest 
of hydrocarbons, with a great saving 
to the car owner’s pocket in fuel bills, 
for these heavy fuels even now cost only 
a few pence per gallon. But the consensus 
of opinion seems to be that the game is 
not worth the candle. The engine must first 
be started on petrol or warmed up to a 
considerable temperature by means of a 
blow lamp, and because it is not designed 
in the first instance for these heavy fuels 
its over-all efficiency will be very low 
and the performance of the car on the 
road considerably worse than when petrol 
or benzol is being used. 

At present such experiments are not 
to be recommended to the private owner, 
though there seems every indication that 
in the future such engines, using either 
alcohol or heavy mineral oils, will be the 
usual power units of internal combustion- 
engined vehicles. The petrol we get to-day 
is much heavier than that which was 


sold at less than half to-day’s prices fifteen 


years ago, and its quality in respect of 
volatility is constantly deteriorating. This 
has been met by an improvement in 
methods of vaporisation—i.e., by better 
carburettors—and, so far, there has been 
no serious commercial attempt to produce 
a car engine using heavy fuels, though 
experiments have reached the stage of 
demonstrating that such engines will 
present no insuperable difficulties if and 
when they are required. We fl. ol. 


The Import Duties on Foreign 
Cars. 


F the Budget now before the House 
of Commons is passed into law, the 
present import duty of 334 per cent. 
on foreign private cars and _ their 

parts will end on August 1st. Whatever 
one’s political principles or outlook, it 
seems difficult to justify the abolition 
of a duty which has had many excellent 
results, but none that is cause for regret. 
At the outbreak of the Great War there 
were in Great Britain forty-seven builders 
of private cars, fifty-seven of coachwork 
and fifty-five of accessories. To-day these 
figures are, respectively, seventy-eight, 
one hundred,and one hundred and eighteen ; 
while the annual output of complete 
vehicles has risen from 13,000 to 80,000, 
giving employment to no fewer than 300,000 
workers directly, and representing an 
invested capital of over £100,000,000. 
This increase has been due largely to the 
protection accorded to the private car 
industry by the slender tariff wall of 
334 per cent. import duty. In the case 
of the commercial goods-carrying vehicle 
and tyre industries, which are not. pro- 
tected at all, instead of there being any

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products of British industry of which 
automobiles form a considerable section. 
We are showing them to the world and 
inviting the world to support our products, 
of which the quality and the merits are 
unquestioned. But at the same time our 
Government announces its intention of 
doing what it can towards the extermina- 
tion of that industry which admittedly 
is one that has no superior as a national 
asset in times of stress. Whether it be 
the stress of a foreign war or the stress of 
internal dissension, the motor industry 
is the one that makes the greatest contri- 
bution to the nation’s resources; its 
vehicles become vehicles of transport for 
goods and men, its fuel is the basis of 
modern ammunition, and its skill and its 
labour alone can produce the aeroplanes 
that are so vital. Destroy that industry 
and you reduce by more than half the 
defensive capacity of the country. 

In spite of this we are inclined to 
disagree with the statement of the Socialist 
parliamentary representative of Coventry, 
a town that has been built up on and 
exists by the motor industry. Mr. Purcell 
urges that the duties should be retained 
not as a matter of principle but as one of 
expediency. Very little good can result 
from quibbling about words. The point is 
that very considerable gloom has been 
cast over both masters and men in Coventry 
by the check that has been administered 
to their business. No one can pretend, 
in view of what is going on, that not only 
the motor trade but many others are 
going to suffer severely from the meditated 
change, nor has it been shown that anyone 
is going to derive any benefit whatsoever. 
The first of these propositions can be 
established only too easily. From the day 
on which the announcement was made 
of the repeal of the duties the trade began 
to flag. 

The duty ought to be retained or, 
better still, increased out of consideration 
to the taxpayer. It is not that their 
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revenue is at all important as a contri- 
bution to the national exchequer; it is 
that their lapse will involve a much more 
serious drain than the mere loss of income. 

We do not at all welcome the idea of 
the maintenance or dropping of the 
McKenna duties becoming the centre 
of a bitter fight among politica! partisans. 
If Mr. MacDonald were wise in time, he 
would insist on each Member of Parliament 
exercising his own judgment in the matter, 
and endeavour to keep it out of political 
controversy altogether. After all, govern- 
ment has to be carried on in consistency 
with the practical claims and needs of 
the hour. The worst of a formula is that, 
although it may be applied with excellent 
effect to one situation, it may prove 
equally disastrous in different circum- 
stances. Nursing has been successful so 
far; why not continue it ? 

Further, the duty ought to be retained 
or, better still, increased for reasons of mere 
national safety. It is absurd to assume 
that the peace of the world is assured for 
ever; and the prospect of this country 
engaged in another great struggle and 
dependent on foreign supplies for its land 
and aerial transport is too tragic to 
contemplate. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION & HOME PRICES. 


It is urged by some _ ill-informed 
opponents of the duty that its abolition 
will be accompanied by a cheapening of 
motor cars—in other words, that British 
cars now cost more than they would were 
they subject to unfettered foreign com- 
petition, The argument can only be 
described as childish and silly, and were 
it not so commonly put forward we would 
not. consider it worth reference. But it 
is a widespread fallacy that needs to be 
exploded. Nothing is easier than this 
exploding, effected as it may be by simple 
and incontrovertible facts. 

British cars are now cheaper than they 
have ever been—even in pre-war days

when costs of production were lower and 
foreign competition was entirely unfettered. 
It is not foreign but internal competition 
that keeps down the prices of British 
cars, and with our already overcrowde1 
manufacturers all working to within the 
finest possible limits of profits there is n») 
possibility of the prices of the home- 
produced article being influenced in an. 
way by unfettered competition from 
abroad. Any increase in that compc- 
tition will certainly cause the extinction 
of a number of firms, but it will not caus: 
any reduction in their prices. 

In no way is this more conclusively 
demonstrated than in connection wit) 
that important motor accessory, the 
magneto. Before the war all magneto; 
of any use came from Germany; the 
English output was barely one a month. 
The Safeguarding of Industries Act now 
prevents their import from any country, 
with the result that a valuable British 
industry has been built up and is turning 
out magnetos of better quality and at 
lower prices than those that were available 
before the war ! 

It may be asked, why cannot the 
British manufacturer produce cars that 
will compete with the foreigner on the 
score of price. There are two answers. 
He cannot and he will not. He cannot 
because he lacks the enormous home 
market of the American, a market that is 
assured largely by the lack of such excellent 
public transport facilities that we enjoy 
over here and by the consequent use of 
motor cars by one in every twelve members 
of the community, and he cannot therefore 
lay down the enormous manufacturing 
programmes that would enable him to 
provide a surplus production for export 
purposes, and he cannot compete with the 
European maker on account of the depreci- 
ated exchange rates. He will not, because 
it is against his instincts and traditions 
to sacrifice the quality that has always 
hall-marked his products.

The British Empire Motor 
Exhibition. 


‘ HERE is no section of the Wembley 
Exhibition of greater combined com- 
mercial and technical interest than 
that devoted to the products of all branches 
ofthe motorindustry. Visitors to Wembley 
are hardly likely to pass over the Palace 
of Engineering in which these exhibits 
are housed, and all who enter the Palace 
will devote some time to an examination 
of the products of the British automobile 
industry which range from cycle tyres and 
bulb horns to private cars, fire engines 
and farm tractors. But in case there are 
any in this land of ours who feel no strong 
appeal from Wembley we may offer the 
reminder that the motor section alone is 
enough to justify a visit and that until 
October there will be housed under one 
roof a show even more comprehensive 
than any yet seen at Olympia. 

Indeed, one wonders whether this 
year’s Olympia Shows will not suffer 
considerably from the Wembley precursor, 
for practically all that the car industry 
has to show will be on view at -various 
times at Wembley, and unless 1925 is to 
witness greater changes in automobile 
design than at present seem likely, the 
interest of the Olympia affairs - will be 
somewhat discounted. Further, it would 
appear that 1924 will prove an unfor- 
tunate year for the S.M.M.T. experiment 
of putting forward the date of the annual 
car show. Instead of early November, 
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the middle of October is to be this year’s 
week,”’ and the opening of Olympia 
will take place presumably before Wembley 
is closed. 

Every firm of note in the various 
branches of the motor industry is repre- 
sented at Wembley and for the first 
time a really comprehensive and repre- 
sentative display of British automobile 
products will be visible under one roof. 
And they will offer scope for obvious 
but inevitable moralising in more direc- 
tions than one. There will be, for 
example, the almost painful spectacle of 
the commercial vehicle exhibits, univer- 
sally accepted as the best things of their 
kind in the world, but products of an 
industry all but exterminated as the direct 
result of Government action, or the lack 
of it, after the war. When there was a 
huge surplus of war service goods carrying 
vehicles for disposal the American Govern- 
ment imposed a duty of 90 per cent. on 
all imported vehicles, whether of American 
manufacture or not, with the result that 
no vehicles went to the States, but were 
dumped at necessarily ridiculous prices 
on the British market. The British maker 
was thus prevented from developing, and 
in some instances even from carrying 
on, his business while the American maker 
was given an unparalleled opportunity 
and inducement to increase his output 
for the satisfaction of his starved home 
market and the capture of previous 
British markets by his mere surplus pro- 
duction. The blow thus dealt at a great 
and vital and previously flourishing British 
industry is one from which it has never 
recovered, though there are a few makers 
who will be able to demonstrate to the 
world at Wembley that they have done 
enormously more than could have been 
expected of them towards securing the 
apparently unattainable. 

Another aspect of the Exhibition and 
its contents that calls for comment is 
the fact that the British origin of some 
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of the exhibits is at least questionable. 
This may be desirable or it may not 
but it hardly seems to be in full keepin: 
with the spirit of the enterprise as it i. 
generally understood. 

In spite of these criticisms that musi 
be levelled against it, the Exhibition wi!) 
undoubtedly serve a great and usefu) 
purpose—we speak with particular anc 
limited reference to the motor section 
It will show to the world the special asset 
and characteristics of the British produc 
as compared with those of other countries, 
and the comparison is one that th 
Britisher need not fear. In some respects, 
indeed, such comparisons as are bound to 
be made will be almost startling in their 
results as, for instance, in the sphere o 
low-priced marine motors. Until com- 
paratively recently, products of this nature 
were an American monopoly, but to-day 
there are British engines of first-class 
quality actually lower priced than their 
American rivals. 


Free Touring Service. 


VER since it first appeared, the 
Dunlop Book has been accepted as 
the British touring motorist’s Bible, 

and its improved second edition is now 
being supplemented by a still more direct 
aid to the tourist. There has just been 
instituted the Dunlop Touring Service 
with offices at 42, Kingsway, W.C.2, whence 
the traveller by road may obtain any and 
all information he may require about 
British roads and the best routes to follow. 
The service has the asset of being quite 
free, though it is not quite clear whether 
the willingness of D.T.S. to make arrange- 
ments through the R.A.C. or A.A. for 
those desirous of going abroad pre- 
supposes that the applicant be a member 
of either body or not. Books of reference 
and maps in connection with all roads and 
touring matters will be available for in- 
spection to all callers at the D.T.S. Bureau.

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A SHEAF OF SPRING BOOKS 


MAY Eve is spring, just leaning towards 
that richer beauty that is summer. Mr. 
Temple Thurston’s May Eve (Hutchinson, 
7s. 6d.) is fantasy with just a hint of that deeper 
meaning to which the best fantasy is a key. 
He has captured the spirit of spring and shut 
it up in these white and black pages, with a 
touch of wizardry which would not disgrace 
his Mrs. Cantlin herself, and she was a witch, 
or as near one as makes no matter. She lived 
in Kiley’s Wood in a tiny house all by herself, 
and Jim Mahon saw a white hare leap in at 
the window and found only the old woman 
when he looked inside. She interfered a 
little in the affairs of everyone who came near 
her—on the whole very beneficently—singing 
a charming little song at intervals, and there 
you have the only real fault I want to find with 
Mr. Temple Thurston’s story. Occasionally 
it forces you to think of various clever pieces 
of staging which you may have «seen instead of 
sweeping you away on the wings of imagination 
without a thought of where or why or how. 
Still, so much of it carries you along without a 
moment’s faltering, it is so whimsical and 
pretty and tender and clever that you may 
well stop your ears to the feeble voice which 
is all that carping criticism has left to speak 
with. And what is the story all about? 
Ah, well! young love and an old professor, 
and a priest and a doctor, who were his cronies, 
and a piper who played in the fields on May 
Eve till the birds perched on his hat and the 
white hare ran before him on the grass, and 
a young man who walked beside him, and a 
girl who thought she was going to be a nun 
and came too—and’ young love! There is 
the Professor’s famous experiment when he 
watched the Emperor moths arriving from 
far and near to find their mate, and could not 
discover how she haa called them, and there 
is the macabre incident of the churchyard— 
I have no quarrel with it, for life in the country 
is macabre sometimes, even in spring—but 
do coffins and corpses really disintegrate at 
such a rate ?—and very much more, and a 
pleasant suggestion of Ireland as Ireland used 
to be when of all the countries of the kingdom 
she knew best how to show the spring. 


I AM told that Mr. Alec Waugh’s hero, 
Roland Whateley, made his bow to the reading 
public in an earlier novel than Card Castle 
(Grant Richards, 7s. 6d.). I did not meet 
him, I am not particularly pleased to have 
met him now. is career as here displayed 
offers an uninstructive picture of a man who, 
succeeding in life largely through marrying 
the daughter of a rich man, who takes him into 
his business and gives him every opportunity, 
is disloyal to all the obligations he has ac- 
cepted. In business his operations are certainly 
open to question, on the score of self-respect 
if not on that of honesty, and his final departure 
from his father-in-law’s firm shamefully 
to his own interest. His unfaithfulness to 
his wife, which Mr. Waugh exhibits in quite 
unnecessary and unattractive physical detail, 
is made worse by the fact that the sharer of 
his private rooms at second-rate restaurants 
is the wife of a relation by marriage who has 
begged him to smooth out threatening matri- 
monial difficulties. Altogether a_ sickening 
young man, and at the end we see him in the 
happy position of a rat who has left an unsound 
ship for a far better one, and the comfortable 
husband of a wife who tactfully accepts hirn 
at his own high valuation. Only the hope 
that Mr. Waugh may yet, by taking pains and 
finding a pleasanter outlook on life, write some- 
thing better urges me to point out to him 
such trifles as that the secretary of an important 
city man is not very likely to address her 
employer as “ Sir,” nor use such colloquialisms 
as ‘I’m that lucky.” The fact that the same 
girl is said to wear her engagement ring on 
her fourth finger is probably mere carelessness, 
the other utter ignorance of conditions which 
he sets out to describe. 


THOUGH Miss Ellen Glasgow’s short stories 
of the occult, Dare’s Gift and Other Stories 
(John Murray, 7s. 6d.), are unconnected one 
with the other, the fact that they are mostly 
written in the first person gives them an 
accidental air of continuity ; and one is con- 
scious once or twice of feeling exceedingly 
compassionate towards the unfortunate “I” 
of the stories, who seems only to escape from 
one haunted house to be dragged by Fate 
into another, and who is always having her 
nerves disturbed by seeing people who are 
quite invisible to everyone else. Not that 


the ghosts are of the old, crude and incredible 
kind, who groaned eerily and trailed a chain ; 
they are of the post-Freud period, and mostly 
afficted with a “complex,” which makes 
them go on worrying about their affairs long 
after their demise. To tell the truth, they 
are rather eerily convincing spirits, and play 
their part in human affairs with a sort of refined 
sentimentality which is closely akin to beauty. 
Occasionally one is on the point of refusing 
to take any further interest in their incredible 
conduct, but in each case the effect justifies 
the means. Moreover, these interesting stories 
have the rare beauty of style and atmosphere 
with which the name of Ellen Glasgow is now 
associated. 


THE very many admirers of Mr. David Garnett’s 
former book must all have felt some doubts, 
and not a little sympathy, for the task he had 
set himself if he was to repeat his achievement, 
since it was neither one of simple industry nor 
scholarship nor purely one of style, but rather 
a rare combination of many qualities. Whether 
readers will prefer his new work, A Man in the 
Zoo (Chatto and Windus, 5s.), to his old, or 
vice versa, Will be a matter of taste (for it is 
not to be denied that there were some who found 
in the strange adventures of Mr. Tebrick meat 
almost too strong for their palates, and these 
will very likely be better pleased with the second 
romance), yet it is impossible that any should 
be disappointed. The tale is hardly more 
probable—it is just what the title says, 4 Man 
in the Zoo, as ‘ Lady Into Fox ” was just that, 
a lady into fox. The style has still a flavour of 
the same century. One admires again the re- 
straint, the compulsory suspension of our 
credulity, the subtle appreciation of animal 
qualities, the wise little digressions on the nature 
of human beings, the moral so cunningly hidden 
as barely to be suspected. And the secret of 
the charm . is still a secret. In that 
lies the art of Mr. Garnett. It is almost un- 
necessary to add that Mrs. Garnett’s wood-cut 
illustrations are as admirable as before. N. C. 


AT first glance it seems a somewhat forlorn 
hope that a book dealing in detail with the 
shipping industry cf an American seaport, 
much of it having to do with incidents at the 
beginning of last century, will prove of any 
particular interest to English readers. But 
those who for that reason allow the opportunity 
of reading The Ships and Sailors of Old Salem 
(Heath Cranton, 21s.), to slip past them will 
be missing what will prove a rare delight to 
everyone with the least affection for ‘“ those 
that go down to the sea in ships ” and the vessels 
that carry them. Here, well documented with 
extracts from logs and letters, well illustrated 
from portraits of the Salem sailors and their 
ships, Mr. Ralph D. Paine has set out a story 
full of romance and one to make every British 
reader proud in the thought that these men 
were of our blood, only by a few generations 
American, and that the qualities they showed 
are those in which our sailors excel to-day. 
Here there are tales of pirates, tales of men 
who lived on lonely islands and returned after 
years had passed to be “ received as one 
risen from the dead,” told often in their own 
words. Here we have in the log of the good 
ship Vaughan a quaint love poem—with a 
bailad flavour—written by one Francis Board. 
man; here, translated from the simple cypher 
in which he wrapped them, the tender words 
which the captain of the Rubicon, far at sea, 
indicted of his wife—‘‘ This is the day that 
numbers thirty years of my dear’s life.” Fine 
lovers very likely and certainly fine fighters, 
as we found to our cost, and clever traders 
were these men of Salem. The portraits 
reproduced show them as men of remarkable 
presence, many extraordinarily distinguished 
and obviously intellectual. Captain Richard 
Cleeveland, who sailed a vessel of forty-three 
tons, with a crew of four, half round the world 
and returned home at the age of thirty, after 
seven and a half years of absence, having 
increased his capital from two thousand dollars 
to seventy thousand, may be taken as a typical 
example of these men whose worthy names 
and deeds are worthily recorded here. 


SOMETHING quite out of the common in 
cookery books is Princess Alexandre Gagarine’s 
Russian Cook Book (Heinemann, 8s. 6d.). It 
cannot be called “simple” or ‘‘ economical,” 
but most original and interesting, and to 
anyone fond of kitchen experiments, many 
of its 417 recipes would appeal, especially, 


perhaps, some of those for preserving and 
drying fruits, and the typically Russian 
dishes so new to most English households. To 
look through Russian eyes at our everyday 
menu is to see something fresh and foreign. 
Even roast beef here is out of the ordinary, for 
we are told to use with our joint—five table- 
spoons of olive oil, twenty potatoes, one table- 
spoon bouillon (stock), one horseradish and 
two onions. The method is long and carefully 
explained—among other things the meat is tc 
be surrounded “ with slices of onion and let 
stand on dish until next day.”” Compare this 
with the English cook’s curt twenty minutes 
to the pound and twenty over !
